To THE CrTIzENS oF Mapison: 


I herewith submit my first annual report as superin- 
tendent of schools, it being the 10th in the series of such 
reports. 

Coming to the district late in the summer, there was 
little time to arrange plans according to the usual custom. 
Plunging into the work, I have been plunging ever since. 
The kindness and co-operation of the local school board 
and teachers have made possible larger accomplishments 
than could otherwise have been realized. 

My predecessor, Supt. S. S. Brooks, had done well in 
organizing and grading the work and I followed my usual 
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custom of beginning where the previous superintendent 
left off. 

By a series of weekly reports, effort has been made to 
raise the percent of attendance and to reduce tardiness. 
There is still evidence to show that certain parents are 
too willing for pupils to miss days of school. The maxi- 
mum of work can never be accomplished until regular and 
punctual attendance is realized. We ought not to rest 
satisfied with less than 90% in each school. 

A series of community gatherings has been held, 
which the superintendent has had opportunity to rites 
some of the good citizens. School work has been ex- 
hibited, demonstration lesson given by teachers and pupils, 
and an illustrated lecture by the superintendent. Singing 
and stories have concluded pleasant evenings. 

Madison has some fine boys and girls and these ought 
to have as good an opportunity in as well taught schools 
and as well arranged and well equipped buildings as any 
in the country. 

REPAIRS 

There are several matters which should in due time 
receive attention, as blackboards, chemical toilets, heating 
and ventilation, and single adjustable seats and desks; 
but immediate attention should be given to repairing and 
‘remodelling of Madison Corner schoolhouse. An arrange- 
ment much like that at the Nickerson School with addition 
of chemical toilets, is reeommended.

The physician, Dr. K. D. Bryson, submits the following 
reports

Treatment has been secured in several cases of bad 
tonsils and adenoids, one infantile paralysis case, two mild 
spinal curvatures have persisted in their exercises and 
straightened up a considerable amount. It is too bad that 
the showing in regard to defective teeth is not improved 
in the last two years. Forty-nine out of seventy-seven 
children are carrying teeth that their parents would not 
tolerate in their own mouths more than a very short time. 
Diseased teeth do at least as much harm in a child’s mouth 
as they do in an adult’s. 

There are two children who should have institutional 
care, one is probably tubercular and far below average 
weight and stature, with retarded mentality. The other 
is slow mentally but capable of becoming a useful member 
of society if proper environment and individual in- 
struction can be secured.” 


Hien Scuoor 

Special consideration should be given to the thrifty, 
erowing high school. It is now under the direction of 
the school board and approved by the state for a two-year 
eurriculum. ‘There is a total enrollment of 26 pupils, of 
which number 14 are tuition pupils. It is under the 
efficient leadership of Mr. Edwin C. Conner, who is work- 
ing very hard and holding a high standard of scholarship. 

Now if we ean have a successful school of 26 pupils in a 
two-year curriculum, why may we not have 50 pupils in a 
four-year curriculum? Whether or not the curriculum 
is extended, attention should be given to providing suitable 
accommodations. The room now in use is not large enough, 
is poorly lighted and is repeatedly thrown into confusion 
by being used as a kitchen. A high school building 
which has been talked in previous years should become a 
reality. The school district at its annual meeting should 
give special attention to this problem.
